WASHINGTON, July 8.—(#/)— 
With a swift burst of activity 
congress wiped its calendar clean 
of major pending legislation and 
recessed tonight until September 
14—the first lengthy vacation it 
has taken since the war's out- 
break. 

The legislators, 
way to go home, swiftly approved 
$4,302,120,234 in appropriations 
and dropped a half dozen contro- 
versies including the quarrel with 
the administration over whether 
subsidies should be paid to “roll 
back” retail food prices. 

At 4:49 p.m. (Atlanta time) the 
senate approved the resolution to 


recess and at 5:22 p. m. the house |

There were only a 
few scattered “noes.” The reso- 
lution actlually took effect at 5:33 
p. m., when the house knocked off 
work, the senate having done so 
some minutes earlier.

10 Jap Supply, 


TransportShips

WASHINGTON, July 3.—(>)— 
Destruction of 10 Japanese trans- 
|port and supply ships, important 
to the enemy’s sprawling Pacific 
empire, was announced today by 
the Navy. 

The ships were sunk by Ameri- 
can submarines which also dam- 
aged four medium-sized cargo ves- 
sels. The latest undersea blows to 
ibe reported against the enemy's 
merchant fleet raised to 283 the 
‘total number of enemy vessels 
which have been reported sunk or 
damaged by United States under- 
sea craft in the Pacific since the 
war started. 

This total consists of 200° ships 
sunk, 29 probably sunk and 54 
damaged. 

Today’s Navy communique de- 
scribed the ships destroyed as a 
large transport, a medium-sized 
transport, two medium-sized cargo - 
vessels, one large and one medium- 
sized tanker, one large cargo ship, 
one medium-sized passenger-cargo 
ship, one small cargo vessel and 
one small schooner. 

This communique came a little 
more than a week after the last 
previous war bulletin on Amer 
can undersea operations against 
Japanese supply lines. The previ- 
ous report was made by the Navy 
on June 28. There was no official 
comment as to whether the short 
time interval indicated a stepping 
up of the submarine campaign. 

Secretary Knox said recently 
that the undersea force in the Pa- 
cific was being augmented stead- 
ily rather than by spur... and indi- 
cated that the increase had been 
quite substantial as a result of a 
steady buildup in American pro- 
duction

FORT BENNING, Ga., July 8. 
Master Sergeant Oddis L. “Mad 
Minute” Lowe claims the distinc- 


tion of being able to fire the M1 | 


rifle faster and more accurately 
than any other man in the world. 

Lowe, enlisted chief of the Ml 
Rifle group in the Academic Regi- 
ment of the Infantry school at 
Fort Benning, Ga., has made 56 


accurate hits out of 56 shots in 
one minute. 
During 22 years of military serv- 


ice, the sergeant has won 154 med- 


als for rifle markmanship 

Among them is the Distinguish- 
ed Markmanship Medal, the high- 
est award given for rifle marks- 
manship, received in 1936 when 
'he won the National Team match, 
which required the contestants to 
‘qualify for the “Big Ten” team. 

This team is composed of the 
10 best shots in America, includ- 
ing both civilian and military per- 
sonnel. Members must win three 
out of five years to be awarded a 
distinguished marksman’s medal. 
Each win means a “leg” and Lowe 
has earned 13. 

Specializing in rifle work ever 
since he entered the Army at the 
age of 17, the sergeant won 
Northwest Rapid Fire champion- 
‘ship in 1931, the Governors match 
in Texas in 1933 and the Mexican 
Border Patrol championship in 
1934 

Other medals include 
shooting the .45-caliber pistol. He 
tested the Army carbine at the 
Aberdeen proving grounds, firing 
about 10,000 rounds before the 
Army adopted it.

The low grade 
fuel is tax free and used under 
a more liberal rationing arrange- 
ment with the idea that it would 
be used in farm tractors and sta- 
tionary machinery and not on the 
highways.” 
| The commissioner said he is 
|/now investigating a case which in- 
dicates that one distributor pur- 
chased approximately 8,000 gal- 
lons of nontaxable fuel and mixed 
it with 1,000 gallons of rationed 
taxable high test. fuel, thereby 
producing 9,000 gallons of fuel 
suitable for any type of motors.

| Jt is almost impossible to check 
against this method of rationing 
and tax evasion, he said. 

“While I propose to vigorously 
prosecute such cases, I am com- 
_pelled to say that this situation is 
largely attributable to the ration- 
ing program,” Cook added. “It is 
|natural for a large portion of our 
citizens to find ways of evading 
laws and governmental regula- 
}tions whenever’ they feel there is 
no justification for them.” 

The commissioner’s statement 
was contained in a letter to Gov- 
ernor Arnall, supporting the chief 
'executive’s campaign to have 
Georgia removed from the re- 
stricted eastern seaboard ration 
area.

“Stream of Victories” 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, in his mes- 
sage to the Chinese people marking the sixth 
anniversary of his country’s war with Japan, 
predicted the utter defeat of Japan within two 
years. 

Confidently, the Chinese leader said: “In the 
seventh year of our war of resistance an 
offensive that will deal crushing blows to the 
enemy will be started in various theaters of the 
world and there will be an unending stream of 


Victories. 

Chiang has been notable for his reticence 
and conservatism in his predictions as to the 
course of the war. Thus when he speaks with 
such confidence there is strongest probability 
that what he foresees will come true. 

In another portion of his message Chiang 
étressed the importance of early agreement be- 
tween the four leading powers of the United 
Nations—the United States, Russia, Britain and 
China—on postwar plans. He pointed out that 
uniess these four are agreed in advance on 
their future policies the military victories they 
Win may be tossed away. 

The warning thus voiced by Chiang cannot 
be too emphatically stressed. His words have 
pointed the way and, if the other allies do not 
heed his advice and seek, now, complete work- 
ing agreement, the final collapse of the Axis 
may find them confused, working at cross pur- 
poses and thus laying the foundation for new 
and worse conflicts in the future. 

Chiang outlined, in four groups, the peace 
objectives he hopes to see achieved. That out- 
line is one of considered honesty, products of 
a mind thoroughly in accord with the goal 
of freedom for all men. 

Chiang’s peace program calls for sacrifice 
by some of the nations. It can only be prayed 
that forces of greedy nationalism, in any nation, 
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men like Giraud and De Gaulle having to talk

The First Two Amendments 

Voters of Georgia, on August 3, will pass 
upon 28 amendments to the state constitution, 
submitted after approval by both houses of 
the legislature and by the Governor. Although 
the number of constitutional amendments is 
less than in recent years, it is doubtful if 
more important changes to the foundation law 
of the state have ever been submitted. 

Study, for instance, the first two as they 
will appear on the ballots. These two are 
intended to forever remove control of educa- 
tion in this state out of politics. They are 
fulfillment of one of the chief planks of the 
platform on which Governor Arnall was elected. 

All Georgians remember the scandalous use 
of chicanery and executive power when Gover- 
nor Talmadge, in order to force the Board of 
Regents of the University System of Georgia 
to do his will, deliberately packed that board 
with new members pledged, in advance, to obey 
his orders. As a result of that outrageous 
action, Georgia's state university and many of 
its branches were removed from the accredited 
list. The whole structure of public education 
in the state was discredited and lowered. 

So, the two first amendments, submitted 
without dissenting vote in the legislature, pro- 
vide that neither the Board of Regents of the 
University nor the State Board of Education, 
which controls the public schools, can ever be 
placed under political control again. Both 
amendments forbid the Governor from becom- 
ing a member of either board. 

Members of the Board of Regents now in 
office will serve for the terms for which they 
have been confirmed and: their Successors will 
serve for seven-year terms. Temporary vacan- 
cies on the board will be filled by secret ballot 
of remaining. members. 

The second amendment sets up a State 
Board of Education consisting of one member 
from each congressional district. Senate con- 
firmation of members is required. No employes 
of a public or private educational institution 
or system may serve on the board, nor may 
members of any department of education, nor 
any publisher of textbooks. Seven-year terms 
are so staggered that not more than two ap- 
pointments fall in one year. Temporary vacan- 


“cies will be filled as on the Board of Regents. 


Adoption of these amendments will con- 
stitute the greatest safeguard for the freedom 
of education in Georgia. From grade schools 
to the university itself, no consideration save 
academic qualifications must control selection 
of faculties, no selfish outside influence, po- 
litical or commercial, must interfere with the 
freedom of education our children enjoy. 

This is fundamental to a democracy. Voters 
will undoubtedly cast their ballots in over- 
whelming majority for these two amendments, 
the first on the ballot, when August 3 voting 
takes place.

The story of how he referred to himself as the modern French 
Joan of Arc has already been told. Mr. Roosevelt had to jerk him 
up with sharp words before he would consent to meet with Giraud. 

More recently, at the time of the formation of the French Com- 
mittee on National Liberation, he revealed more of his prima donna 
characteristics by walking out on the meeting in Africa. Before 
that. he refused to go to Africa for a while unless he was allowed 
to name the meeting place for the conferences, 

Now sour on the British because Prime Minister Churchill fully 
supports American policy in North Africa, de Gaulle has left a trail 
of anglophobia behind him in Syria and the Middle East. 

Only the other day it was necessary for the British to suspend 
publication of a paper gotten out in London by de Gaullist follow- 
ers because of its attacks on the United States, 


OVERAMBITIOUS The cold truth of it is, to put it mildly, 


that de Gaulle is overambitious. He is not 
only a prima donna, but something of a ‘mental fop. On the assump- 
tion that the war will be won by the Allies anyway, he 1s credied 
with being interested not so much in helping win it as in advancing 
his own personal political fortunes. 

After the fall of France, the British picked him up and proceeded 
to inflate him as a rallying point for Frenchmen desirous of lib- 
erating their country. Much or too much of this went to de Gaulle's 
head. He began thinking of himself in terms of Joan of Arc. 
Now that more practical war moves are in the making, the British 
are finding it difficult to deflate him. 

All of this is known only too well by our own officials. We got

I guess I’m about as good a father as 
the next one. But when that insistent plea comes from beyond 
my newspaper, and the tugging of a grubby hand begins upon mv 
arm, I feel a sense of failure. Never in life does tmagination and 
Inventiveness desert me so as.when those words drag me back 
from Rabaul or Tunisia to home and parental responsibility.

Survey of Woman Power 

Headed by a special detail of WACS, a force 
including 6,000 air raid wardens of Greater 
Atlanta, is seeking information on 
the number of women in this city who may be 
available either for service in the women’s 
uniformed organizations or in -war work. 

Questionnaires will be distributed at every 
home, asking every woman between the ages of 
19 and 50 to fill one out and return it. It is 
hoped, when the survey is complete, to have 
a comprehensive picture as to the available 
woman power in the area and their availability 
for war service. 

A similar survey has just been successfully 
conducted in Birmingham, and surveys are 
either under way or planned in cities all over 
the nation. Results of the surveys will be sent 
to the War Department at Washington for 
present or future use as needed. 

While this survey is entirely on voluntary 
basis, it is hoped the result will approximate 
the exact information obtained as to the 
national man power through selective service 
registretion of all 18 and 65. 
The woman survey does not imply any con- 
templated draft of women, but it does seek 
to provide an approximate estimate for the 
entire country and thus enable reliable estima- 
tion as to the ratios which may be expected 
to respond to calls for service in different war 
categories. 

It is, therefore, urged that every woman 
fill out her questionnaire and return it. She 
will thus contribute to the successful comple- 
tion of a necessary survey of potential national 
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bases for a year. At the end of that time the 
scoreboard reads, 1,199 enemy planes shot 
down, to 276 Amefican planes lost. 

These figures do not include enemy planes 
probably destroyed, 525, or enemy planes dam- 
aged, 501. 

In all, 7,067 sorties were made against Ger- 
many and German-occupied Europe. A sortie is 
each flight by each plane. They have dropped 
11,423 tons of bombs on 102 industrial targets, 
naval bases and war plants. 

It is said by air authorities that a loss of 
10 per cent of the planes taking part in an 
offensive raid over enemy-held territory is not 
too costly. The Eighth Air Force, during its 
year of operations, lost only 3.91 per cent of 
the planes taking part. . 

There is the scoreboard for one phase of 
American war operations in one theater of 
war. All around the globe, wherever the enemy 
can be met, Americans in all branches of the 
fighting services are setting up commensurate 
scores. 

If we, on the home production front, but 
keep up an increasing stream of equipment to 
our men who do the fighting, the war’s outcome 
is no longer in doubt. The scoreboard tells us 
that.

In some 
instances, it was temporary; work created for the 
primary purpose of giving employment rather 
than constructing lasting projects. Frequently, 
the WPA has been a storm center in politics, 
and has been praised and damned heartily all 
over the country, usually upon the basis of local 
conditions. The WPA finally is gone: a victim 
of the war. But it has not been forgotten.

Make It Work 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


All Americans .are agreed in desiring some safeguard against 
further butchery when this war ends. They hope other countries 
will adopt some form of Democracy instead of Communism ofr 
Fascism. 

Whether that hope is realized will depend largely upon what 
other countries think of Democracy, and that will depend largely 
upon how well we make it work. : 

Does Democracy, as practiced in America, preserve the rights 
and tie dignity of little people, and does it protect them from the 
tryranny of men who are trusted with power? 

In Maryland a country town editor exposed a high-up politician 
who had used a state-owned car and perhaps 200 gallons of gasoline 
for a long pleasure trip with his family. The official was pun- 
ished by OPA, but the editor was arrested and rushed to jail on 
a charge of criminal libel. 

In New York City the little Italian Mayor LaGuardia used his 
power in true Gestapo fashion. 

The mayor, who regards bingo as an invention of the Devil, 
had forbidden it in movie theaters. 

Every city, as you know, has a code or set of rules govern- 
ing the operation of theaters. Like all such rules, they require 
many things that are unimportant, and these requirements are 
generally ignored. Thus every operator is vulnerable if some 
official wishes to make trouble for him. 

One New York movie owner put out a sign advertising a form 
of bingo that is considered lawful. The mayor saw the sign. Soon 
the theater was visited by a squad of police who almost took the 
place apart in search of code violations. They found plenty, and 
the operator had to pay fines of more than $500. 

If the mayor had raided all movie theaters, 
seemed no more than an acute attack of civic virtue. 
were not molested. If the law is unreasonable, it 
changed: if not, all violators should be punished equally.
